Presidential Nomination From Democrats 


You can't blame the Democrats for still trying but the 
statement made by Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower yesterday 
should make it perfectly clear that the war-time commander 
of Allidd forces still means what he said several months ago. 

Calling for the “brakes’’ in a new Eisenhower boom, 
the General said: 

“J will not at this time identify myself with any political 
purty and could not accept nomination for any public office 
or participate in partisan political contest.” 

James Roosevelt notwithstanding, the phrase “could not 
accept+nomination for any public office” should be crystal 
clear ‘to even the most rabid supporters of Gen. Eisenhower. 
Particularly since Ike went on to say that he had not changed 
his mind sirce telling Republicans last January that he was 
“not available.”” Just as important, perhaps, is the. tact, 
pretty well established now, that Gen. Eisenhower is a Re- 
publicgn. It would seem incongruous that he would refuse 
the GOP nomination and then turn around and accept the 
Democratic bid. 

With Harry Truman looming as their candidate, the Dem- 
ocrats are looking everywhere for a stronger candidate and 
only Gen. Eisenhower would make the coming presidential 
campaign any kind of a race. And unless Ike changes his 
mind the very last minute, it looks like it will be Truman 
against Dewey come November. 

Gen. Eisensower has, undoubtedly, increased his stature 
among the American people in his constant refusal to be 
drafted by a party which, seeing the handwriting of defeat 
on the, wall, is attempting to use the General's popularity 
to retain its control on the national government. Only 
because they realize President Truman will be defeated, are 
party wheelhorses like Frank Hague of New Jersey and Kelley 
of Chicago deserting the Truman ship and throwing their 
support to what was hoped would be an Eisenhower boom. 

‘Th¢ new president’ of Columbia university is probably 
the most popular military figure in modern American history. 
He demonstrated outstanding ability as supreme commander 
of all European forces during the war and his uniting of 
all the Allies will always be his greatest achievement. But 
as he himself indicated last January his military abilities 
do not necessarily qualify him for the office of president. 

Gen. Eisenhower has had a distinguished military career 
and his reputation will be further enhanced as president of 
one of America’s leading universities. He is wise in remov- 
ing himself from the political scene and leaving that field to 
those,.men who are best suited for it. It should not be the 
task of great Amezicans like Gen. Eisenhower to save a 
party, which split by internal dissentions, is attempting to 
foist its divided control upon the country through the per- 
sonal popularity of a man who has already served his 
country well.

' WASHINGTON #—Unele Sam 
is banning courses of training or 
education for veterans who want 
them just for the fun of it. 

That doesn’t mean a ban on any- 
thing that is intended to help a 
veteran make a living. 

If you’re a veteran it might be 
a good idea to read this carcfully 
so you'll get an idea of what you 
can and can’t do from now on. 

Under the GI bill of rights, vet- 
erans——at government expénse-- 
have been able to take all kinds 
of courses and training. 

They include not only college 
educations but things like dancing, 
photography,  glider-flying, pilot- 
training, bartending, personality 
development, banjo playing, sing- 
ing, public speaking. 

Some of the courses pretty clear- 
ly have been for fun or some other 
reason not connected with making 
a living. 

About 11 months ago the U.S. 
budget bureau started an investi- 
gation of “avocational” training 
courses. 

(An “avocational” training 
course is one not es3ential to a 
veteran's job goal.) 

The bureau made a report which 
said, in effect, that. some schools 
were offering courses purely for 
“recreational, social and leisure- 
time pursuits.” 

The bureau made its report to 











a section of their own. A néw 
feature this year allows the ex- 
hibitor to énter an assortment 
of half a dozen jars from the 
above named classifications. 

Of special interest is a depart- 
ment wherein substantial cash 
awards will be offered for tables 
set for luncheon, breakfast, buf- 
fet supper, garden or tea.

, the VA decides is. avocational or 


tecreational. 

(Veterans who enrolled for such 
courses before June 30 can finish 
them, byt no new ones can be 
undertaken.) 

But the problem is: What's avo- 
cational or recreational? For ex- 
ample: 

One man may want to learn 
aancing just to be a social lion; 
another may want to learn it so he 
can make a living teaching it. 

One man may want to learn 
photography as a hobby; another 
may want to make a living at it. 

Onc man may want to learn how 
to mix drinks so he'll be a good 
host at his own parties; another 
may want to learn so he can make 
a living as a bartender. 

One man may want to learn to 
be a pilot just for the thrill; an- 
other may want to learn so he 
can make a living flying or usc 
flying in his busine-s. 

Where is the line drawn there ? 
Who decides ? 

The veterans administration will 
have to do the deciding in each 
case when a veteran applies for 
such training. 

At this point that's about 
best answer that can be given.
